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CHANCELLOR RAAB REVIEWS FIRST YEAR OF HIS AD- 
MINISTRATION. Austrian Chancellor Julius Raab recently 
delivered a public address in which he gave an accounting of 
the accomplishments of his administration during its first 
year in office. The Chancellor emphasized that although the 
program offered by his government was drawn up on a four- 
year basis it is already evident that the Government has fully 
kept more than one-fourth of its promises. 

Declaring that the Government’s most important task was 
that of stabilizing Austria’s currency, Raab pointed out that 
not only had the schilling remained firm but it had largely 
won the confidence of the people at home and of the outside 
world. The Chancellor cited as evidence for his statement the 
increase in savings deposits and the readiness of foreign

FOREIGN MINISTER FIGL STRESSES AUSTRIA'S INDEPEN- 
DENCE AND VIABILITY. Right after the Berlin Conference 
the Communists launched a campaign in which they attempted 
to justify Molotov’s conditions calling for continuation of the 
occupation of Austria. They declared in this connection that 
Austria was striving for an Anschluss with Germany. Austrian 
Foreign Minister Leopold Fig] has now commented on this cam- 
paign, declaring that the Communists are engaging in propa- 
ganda which completely misses the mark, both from the psy- 
chological and the political standpoint, by attempting to breathe 
new life into the Anschluss idea which for Austria is only a 
phantom. He said that such arguments would only result in 
the Communists being unmasked as those who intend to carry 
out an Anschluss of a different kind. Declaring that Austria 
has indisputably demonstrated her viability during the post-war 
years and that she wants to continue her reconstruction work 
without interference, Dr. Figl emphasized the unanimity of 
Austrian foreign policy which, he said, was alone capable of 
winning the respect and moral support of the outside world for 
Austria. Only through this unity, concluded the Foreign Min- 
ister, can Austria finally attain universal recognition of her 
right to freedom and independence. 
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REPORT ON AUSTRIA'’S 1953 ECONOMIC SITUATION PUB- 
LISHED. The Austrian Institute for Economic Research re- 
cently published its annual report on the Austrian economic 
situation in the year 1953. The report states that the econo- 
my largely succeeded in overcoming the decline which set in 
in 1952, with recovery starting slowly at first but then contin- 
uing steadily to the point where, by the end of the year, record 
figures were achieved in some cases. 

The overall picture was as follows: industry produced 1.7% 
more than in 1952; the volume of building dropped 4%; the 
volume of transportation remained unchanged; agricultural pro- 
duction rose 5%, thereby exceeding the 1937 level for the first 
time since the end of the war; 9% more wood was felled in the 
forestry sector; the tourist trade registered a 9% increase in 
overnight accommodations; compared with 1952, retail sales 
were 8% higher in volume and 5% higher in value; the rate of 
unemployment was 8%, compared with 7.5% in 1952; the gross 
national product was 1% higher than in 1952; the volume of 
goods and services decreased 4%; as a result of favorable im- 
port-export developments, a positive balance of trade was prac- 
tically achieved, with a figure of 99.4%; the balance of pay- 
ments closed with a surplus of 71.5 million dollars; payments 
within the framework of the European Payments Union (EPU ) 
registered a surplus of 80 million dollars, bringing Austria’s 
total EPU balance to 96 million dollars; receipts from the tou- 
rist trade increased 95%; private households purchased 4% 
more in consumer goods; capital investments decreased 10%; 
the volume of gold rose 24%; gross receipts from public taxes, 
which amounted to 16.34 billion schillings, were 1.6 billion 
schillings higher than in 1952; monetary institutions received 
4.3 billion schillings in new investments and granted 2 billion 
in supplementary loans; the gold and foreign exchange re- 
serves of the Austrian National Bank increased by 151 million 
dollars. 


SOVIETS LOSE ‘‘POSTER WAR"’ IN AUSTRIA: AUSTRIAN 
AUTHORITIES RESIST RUSSIAN ORDERS DESPITE SEVERE 
REPRISALS. Immediately after the Berlin conference, the 
Soviet occupation authorities ordered the immediate removal 
in the Russian zone of Austria of a poster distributed by the 
People’s party (see ‘AUSTRIAN INFORMATION, Vol. VI, No. 
6). The Austrian Ministry of the Interior and Parliament had 
opposed this Russian order and given instructions to the po- 
lice and gendarmerie chiefs in the Soviet zone not to comply 
with it. In several localities the Soviet district and local com- 
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manders subsequently summoned Austrian police and gendar- 
merie officials to Soviet headquarters and declared that the 
Austrians would be held prisoners until they issued orders for 
removal of the posters. Despite these threats, the Austrian 
officials declared that they were not prepared to carry out the 
Russian orders. This stand was followed nearly everywhere 
by their arrest. However, in the face of the determined resis- 
tance on the part of the Government, Parliament and the people 
as a whole. the arrested officials were subsequently released. 
In several cities the posters in question were covered over by 
members of the Communist party while the Austrian police of- 
ficers were under arrest. 

In view of this gross violation of the Control Agreement 
by the Soviet occupation power, the Austrian government 
brought the matter before the Allied Council. 

The People’s party poster showed pictures of the Berlin 
conference and bore the inscription ‘‘Njet,’’ the Soviet For- 
eign Minister’s well-known reply to the proposals for conclu- 
sion of the Austrian state treaty. Undersecretary Ferdinand 
Graf of the Ministry of the Interior declared in this connection 
that the ‘‘Poster War’’ had turned out in Austria’s favor and 
that the Austrian police, and especially the gendarmerie, had 
demonstrated to the entire world that they intend to obey only 
the freely-elected Austrian Government. Graf said that their 
brave attitude and their courage also proves that, despite con- 
tinuation of the occupation, Austria is by no means prepared 
to abandon her dignity or to permit herself to be subjugated. 


GOVERNMENT AND PARLIAMENT PROMISE INCREASED 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT FOR SCIENCE AND ART. Represen- 
tatives from the fields of art, science and culture from all 
parts of Austria recently staged a demonstration in Vienna to 
protest the financial distress of the arts and sciences. A 20- 
point program adopted at the demonstration was immediately 
submitted to the Government, to Parliament, to the Minister of 
Education and to the Mayor of Vienna. 

The demonstration was timed to coincide with an investi- 
gation undertaken by the three non-Communist parties of Par 
liament, as a result of which the parties advocated a conside- 
rably higher allocation for the 1955 cultural affairs budget. 
The afore-mentioned 20-point program calls, among other 
things, for support by the Finance Minister of the proposals 
contained in the parliamentary investigation. Demands were 
also made for the extension of this inquiry to the secondary 
schools and the motion picture industry, for emergency federal 
aid during the present year, for adoption of legislation already 
introduced, e.g. on copyrights, unions, theaters and musicians, 
and for further investigations in the city of Vienna and the 
provinces in support of the foregoing demands. 

After the demonstration, the participants made their way 
to Parliament, City Hall, the offices of the Federal Govern- 
ment and the Ministry of Education, where delegations made 
up of prominent representatives of Austrian cultural life sub- 
mitted the resolutions adopted at the demonstration. Chan- 
cellor Julius Raab declared on behalf of the Federal Govern- 
ment that the demands of the intellectuals had been incorpo- 
rated in the government’s program at the time it was drawn up 
and that now, following the successful stabilization of the 


Austrian economy, it would be possible to satisfy these de 
mands. He pointed out that the Minister of Finance, in con- 
nection with the Parliamentary inquiry, had already promised 
a higher allocation for the arts and sciences in the 1955 bud- 
get. Chancellor Raab expressed his willingness to submit 
these demands to the Cabinet. 

The delegation which went to Parliament was headed by 
the Rector of Vienna University, Professor Schoenbauer, and 
was received by the President of Parliament, Dr. Hurdes, and 
representatives of the political parties. Dr. Hurdes declared 
that Parliament had already demanded increased support for 
scientific and cultural activities, thereby laying the legal 
foundation for improving the postition of Austrian scientists 
and those engaged in cultural work. 

Minister of Education Kolb told a delegation that he con- 
sidered himself an ally of the demonstrators and that he would 
support their demands with every means at his disposal and 
intercede on their behalf with the Minister of Finance. He 
declared, however, that the provinces and municipalities must 
also do their part in helping to ease the situation. The Minis- 
ter said he would take appropriate steps in this connection 
and would also call for active private support of science and 
art. Maximum support of the intellectual workers by the city 
authorities was promised by Franz Jonas, Mayor of Vienna. 


NATIONALIZED INDUSTRIES INVESTING 4.4 BILLION 
SCHILLINGS. Karl Waldbrunner, Austrian Minister of Trans- 
portation and Nationalized Industries, has announced that the 
nationalized industries, the electrical industry, the Federal 
Railways and the postal system are planning a total invest- 
ment program of 4.4 billion schillings in 1954. The funds will 
be used for the construction of new buildings, modernization, 
completion of industrial installations already started, con- 
struction of power plants, and maintenance and construction 
housing for workers. 

These 4.4 billion schillings will be allocated as follows: 
800 million for the iron and steel industry and for ore mining; 
172 million for coal mining; 974 million for power plant devel- 
opment; 1.5 billion for the extension, modernization, electrifi- 
cation and reconstruction of the Federal Railways and railroad 
stations; 600 million for programs of the Postal and Telegraph 
Department. 

Approximately 70 percent of the entire amount to be in- 
vested was raised by the nationalized industries themselves. 
The balance is to be covered by as yet unassigned ERP cred- 
its. 


HOUSING CONSTRUCTION CANNOT BE FINANCED BY 
RENT PAYMENTS. Austrian Undersecretary Fritz Bock de- 
clared in a recent address that the funds necessary for housing 
construction in Austria cannot be raised through rent payments. 
The cost of constructing a new two-room apartment (the equi- 
valent of an American 34% room apartment - Ed.) is approxima-

tely 100,000 schillings. For this sum, including a 2% interest | 


rate, to be amortized in 30 years, the monthly rent would have 


to be about 700 schillings — i.e. more than half of the average | 


Austrian monthly income. For this reason, stated Secretary 
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Bock, the only solution at the present time is to finance hous- 
ing construction with public funds.

countries to make loans to Austrian industry. In connection 
with the fact that exports have increased to the point where 
even in 1953 Austria already had a favorable foreign trade 
balance, the Chancellor said he felt compelled to point out 
that these Austrian successes could not be explained solely 
by the introduction of the new rate of exchange but were also 
due to the fact that other European countries had extensively 
liberalized their import policies even before Austria had. 
Indicating that Austria’s favorable balance of payments and 
her reserves in the European Payments Union had resulted in 
demands that Austria now liberalize her imports 75%, Chan- 
cellor Raab declared that Austria would comply, even though 
this would undoubtedly create an unfavorable situation for 
certain sections of her economy. He said that it would simply 
be necessary to carry out appropriate shifts in the economy 
and expand those industries capable of producing export 
goods. Another result of intensified liberalization, according 
to the Chancellor, will be its price-regulating effect on the 
lomestic market, which will in turn contribute to the fulfil- 
ment of another Government promise, i.e. that of raising the 
standard of living. He said that the latter goal had also been 
served by the tax reduction carried out in January 1954 and 
that the family laws planned for the present year will repre- 
sent a further step toward improving the lot of families with 
many children. 

Among the negative points listed by the Chancellor were 
the increase in unemployment and the failure to conclude the 
Austrian treaty. On the former subject, the Chancellor de- 
clared that it was almost exclusively a matter of seasonal 
unemployment caused by the severe winter and that the num- 
ber of unemployed would decrease rapidly as soon as favor- 
able weather set in. As regards the state treaty, Austria has 
neglected no opportunity, stated Chancellor Raab, to press 
for justice and her right and to promote new treaty talks. 


EUROPEAN YOUTH PARLIAMENT MEETS IN VIENNA. At 
the end of March more than 200 delegates from 18 European 
countries met in the main chamber of the Austrian Parliament 
for a meeting of the Austrian Youth Parliament. The gathering 
was welcomed by Austrian President Theodor Koerner and 
Austrian Chancellor Julius Raab. 

President Koerner declared that Vienna, long famous for 
the congresses held there, considers it an honor to welcome 
the young generation of democratic Europeans. Recalling that 
European history might give the impression that the greatest 
hero is the one who captures the most sheep, the President 
declared that in reality the century-old rivalries of the Euro- 
pean nations had merely led to the decline of the European 
community as a whole. 

Chancellor Raab declared in his address that the Austrian 
people see in the economic and political integration of the na- 
tions of Europe one of the decisive measures through which 
the difficulties of the individual national economies can be 
eliminated. He said the time would come when smooth inter- 
play of the separate national economic forces in a single Euro- 


pean mass market would remove the last barriers of economic 
isolation. 

After listening to the speeches, the Youth Parliament set- 
tled down to a discussion of current European problems. 


AUSTRIAN EVENING SCHEDULED FOR APRIL 23 IN NEW 
YORK. In view of the success of the first Austrian Evening, 


it has been decided to organize a second one on April 23, at 
8:30 p.m., in the Turnhalle at 85th Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue. The Austrian Tourist Department in the U.S. will show 
two new films about Austria: the first is entitled ‘‘Spring Va- 
cation in the Oetztaler Alps,’’ the second is based on a gala 
performance of ‘‘Jedermann’’ (Everyman) at the Salzburg Fes- 
tivals. Musical entertainment will be provided by an orches- 
tra. One feature of the evening will be a lottery, in which the 
prize is a week’s vacation gratis at the famous Tyrolese inn, 
the ‘‘Alte Post,’’ at Mayrhofen in the Zillertal.

“STUDY IN AUSTRIA"’ — A NEW PUBLICATION OF THE 
AUSTRIAN INFORMATION SERVICE. STUDY IN AUSTRIA 
PARTICULARLY INEXPENSIVE FOR AMERICANS. In an- 
swer to numerous inquiries concerning year-round study in Aus- 
tria, the Austrian Information Service has published a new 
booklet in the English language entitled ‘‘Study in Austria.”’ 
The booklet lists the general admission requirements, academ- 
ic fees and curricula of all Austrian universities, colleges and 
other institutions of higher education, as well as supplemen- 
tary information concerning study under both GI Bills of Rights 
and under the Fulbright Agreement. There is also an itemiza- 
tion of living costs and estimated expenses in Austria. In this 
connection, attention is again called to the fact that the tui- 
tion fees of Austrian institutes of higher learning range from 
$10 to $60 per semester for foreign students, i.e. a maximum 
of $120 per school year. Living costs for a month do not come 
to more than $75-80 for single students and $100-150 for small 
families. These figures include rent, food and incidentals. 
This situation, which is particularly advantageous to American 
students because of the favorable schilling-dollar exchange 
rate, should be of particular benefit to veterans of the Korean 
war whose monthly allowance not only completely covers liv- 
ing expenses and tuition fees but even exceeds them.

AMERICAN MEDICAL SOCIETY OF VIENNA CELEBRATES 
50TH ANNIVERSARY. The American Medical Society of Vien- 
na, which was founded back in 1789 but was not legally incor- 
porated until 1904, is celebrating the 50th anniversary of its 
official existence this year. Before the Second World War, the 
Society had sponsored over 20,000 English speaking doctors, 
including more than 12,000 Americans in their post-graduate 
studies at the Vienna Academy of Medicine. 

Following its reestablishment after World War Two, the 
American Medical Society of Vienna again set itself the goal 
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of affording English-speaking doctors - especially Americans - 
the opportunity of taking post-graduate courses in Vienna. The 
Society, which now has new club rooms and a large English- 
language library at its disposal, enjoys the support not only 
of Vienna University, the Medical Schoo! of Vienna University 
and the Vienna Academy of Medicine, but also of the American 
and Austrian authorities. The Honorary President of the So- 
ciety is Dr. E. Wilder Spaulding, Cultural Affairs Officer of 
the American Embassy in Vienna.
